Some may wonder ai the title of our 
subject and think it rather strange and 
that it has no connection with the text, 
but you will notice that “vital statis- 
tics” has to do with the science of the 
classification and arrangements’. of 
facts relating to the condition of a peo- 
ple or class, domestic, economy, health 
longevity, etc., including records of 
births and deaths. 

God in His economy has established 
a Bureau of Vital Statistics whereas 
He keeps a record of our births and 
deaths and our lives between. Dear 
reader, can you say with Job, Also 
now, behold (look), my witness is in 
heaven, and my record is on high? 
And with Paul, Moreover I call God for 
a record upon my soul? 

While we may mention a few other 
things as we go along, the question of 
one’s birth will be dealt with largely, 
not the “new” birth this time but the 
“old” or natural birth. Many of our 
ministers put in a lot of time preach- 
ing tenets of the “new” birth which is 
splendid and should be preached with 
more zeal as that day approaches, it 
being the very foundation of all right- 
eousness. But on the other hand, I fear 
there is too little being said about the 
other. Since we are living in a day 
where there is so much being said and 
done with respect to birth control or 
race suicide (family limitation), com- 
panionate marriage, etc., I feel like 
crying out against this evil monster 
which is rearing its head so boldly in 
every nook and corner of this old earth 
for people need to know what God has 
to say about the question. 

We note, with a sigh of relief, that 
France, a former champion of the 
enemy’s cause in this respect, has re- 
ported a slight gain in her birth rate. 
But sad to say, on another page of the 
same paper, if we remember correctly, 
was another report to the effect that 
the birth rate in the United States had 
fallen off one sixth in the last’ ten 
years. 

God told Adam and Eve to be fruitful 
and multiply and replenish the earth, 
and instead of multiplying we are sub- 
tracting. What kind of a record will we 
have with God on high? we on whom 
rests the responsibility of replenishing 
the earth. Oh, you'll say, There are 





too many people in the world already. 
Has God said so? Where there gets to 
be too many, He will send something 
along to thin them out. He has just 
finished destroying a few thousand 
over in Italy this week for some rea- 
son, by sending earthquakes, _ tidal 
waves, and volcanic eruptions. How 
long He will spare America in her mad 
rush to ruin, no one knows. But we 
had better be prepared. 

Out here in California we are accus- 
tomed to having earthquakes occasion- 
ally which have become quite common. 
Folks seem to have forgotten the great 
San Francisco earthquake and fire, 
and may get introduction to something 
on the same order, only worse, if they 
do not mend their ways. Among __ the 
thousands of movie actors out here the 
marriage state seems to me as nothing 
less than a huge system of legalized 
prostitution, for when they get tired 
of one companion they go over to 
Reno, Nevada and get a divorce and 
marry a new one. And all or most of 
these marriages are either childless or 
limited to one or two children. 

It is bad enough to sit and look on 
these conditions, much worse to cham- 
Pion such a low lying cause by recom- 
mending companionate marriages as’ 
is being done by many today who 
present themseives as ministers of 
God and marry folks on the conditions 
that they are to try marriage life for 
a time with the understanding the con- 
tract may be terminated if either party 
feels sorry for their bargain. My Bible 
says, Thou shalt not commit adultry. 
Oh they will say, We did not commit 
adultery. We were married by law. 
Well then you did lay yourself liable 
to this sin when you put away that 
woman under those conditions and re- 
married. 

The Protestant churches need to 
wake up and take their stand against 
double and childless marriages, as 
have the Catholics. Do not get into a 
spirit of antagonism and begin club- 
bing individuals over the head, so. to 
say, but admonish them in love that 
others may take warning also. 

You may say, We are Church of God 
folks and know all about this question 
and don’t need any instruction. So 
much the worse for you in this case 
for the Word of God says, Therefore 
to him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin. James 4:

It is said that religion is man’s idea 
of his relation to a supreme power or 
being higher than himself but I 
rather believe that a man’s religion 
consists not of an idea, but of his real 
relation to a power higher than him- 
self, whether it be to God or the devil, 
for some worship devils while some 
are saying, Let your conscience be 
your guide for the Scriptures speak of 


several different kinds and of this 
number only one is reliable. 
True religion then is an outward 


living of an inward feeling, our con- 
scientious feelings expressed in words 
and actions prompted by a pure heart 
filled with the pure fervent love of 
God. This cannot be surpassed by any 
other religion and is the kind spoken 
of in James 1:26, 27. This kind of re- 
ligion can’t be put on but must come 
from within. 

We do not get religion at the altar 
as some suppose, for religion is the 
part we pPlay.in life or rather’ that 
which we live after our heart has been 
changed. Many of us had religion be- 
fore we were ever converted as Paul 
says, I profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many mine equal.

One brother, a minister in the 
church, became so alarmed over the 
situation among our own people until 
he went to Brother Lee before his 
death and urged him to write a book 
on this subject. David says that chil- 
dren are an heritage of the Lord, Psa. 
127:3, and that thy wife shall be as a 
fruitful vine by the sides of thine 
house: thy children like olive plants 
round about thy table. Psa. 128:3. The 
enemy will tempt that poor little brave 
mother or that faithful father by say- 
ing, Your family is getting too large, 
now you will starve to death. But 
Davil says again, I have been young, 
and now I am old; yet have I not seen 
the righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging bread. Psa. 37:25. 

The writer recalls some years ago 
while doing some missionary work on 
the Bermuda Islands of how high the 
natives esteemed the wife in her posi- 
tion as a mother, when she walked 
ashore from the steamer that day with 
our three oldest children which were 
mere tots. We remember quite well the 
large houses they built anticipating 
families in proportion to their size. 
We were told that several missionaries 
from a certain church had visited the 
islands before on different occasions 
who brought forth no fruits of the 
married state, thus bringing them into 
disrepute and killing their infuence 
for good. These humble natives, put- 
ting themselves up as champions of 
the cause of God ahd humanity, were 
but voicing the sentiment of the imper- 
ial government of Great Britian whose 
subjects they were, for we are inform- 
ed from a reliable source an effort is 
being made to legislate laws in Eng- 
land with which to combat this social 
evil. 

If you want to know where the U. 8. 
government stands on this question, 
take a walk into your post office and 
if no notice is displayed, ask your post- 
master if it is unlawful to send any 
printed matter, drugs or any mechan- 
ical device devised for the purpose of 
promoting this scheme of the devil. If 
I remember it correctly, it is punish- 
able with a fine of five thousand dol- 
lars or five years in prison. Hurrah for 
Uncle Sam! Many of you, no doubt, re- 
member the noble stand our former 
president, Roosevelt, took in demand- 
ing that God’s law in respect to the 
marriage relation be carried out and 
not man’s law. Give us more Teddy 
Roosevelts. 

Some folks get the idea that if they 
are called to the ministry they are re- 
lieved of the responsibility of a fami- 
ly and fall a prey to this awful evil. 
God has only one law of nature to 
govern His people by and if we inter- 
fere with the scheme of nature, we are 
bound to invite disaster, either moral, 
physical, or economical.

Paul, instructing Timothy, 
says, I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide 
the house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 1 
Timothy 5:14. He also infers that 
childbearing has something to do with 
the salvation of the soul, For Adam 
was first formed, then Eve. And Adam 
was not deceived, but the woman being 
deceived was in the transgression. 
NOTWITHSTANDING she shall be 
saved in childbearing, if they continue 
in faith and charity and holiness with 
sobriety. 1 Tim. 2:13,14,15.

Matt. 13:38 
Wm. T. Auten, Missionary in Bahama 
Islands. 

Much has been written on the mis- 
sion subject, we agree, but let us con- 
sider it from this point of view. The 
field is the world. At one time the 
Jews thought that the Jewish nation 
was the field. And at one time Jesus 
sent His apostles to the Jews only 
but later He said, “Go ye into all the 
world and preacn the gospel to every 
creature.” We can easily think the 
Bible is a world book. God is God of 
the people of the world, Jesus the 
Saviour of the world, It is narrow and 
quite incorrect to think that salvation 
is for one race and for one part of the 
world. Nothing less than the world will 
satisfy Christ (the greatest Mission- 
ary) or His people. Numerous scriptur- 
es refer to the'world as the field of re- 
demption and action; such as “Ye are 
the light of the world,” “Behold, the 
Lamb of God who taketh away the sin
